Mountain of Solid Stone 

Duripg all the xince “the 
laboring earth disgorged it bare to 
sun and storm,” time has produced 
no appreciable change 1fi the face 
of Stone Mountain. Situated six- 
teen miles cast of Atlanta, in De 
Kalb County, Georgia, it is us its 
name implies, literally a mountain 
of stone. The largest solid body of 
granite in the world, it is 5,000 feet 
long, seven miles around the base, 
and a mile to the summit up its 
sloping side. Its foundations un- 
derlie almost half the state of 
Georgia, and its substrata have 
been encountered 250 miles distant. 
It is across this mammoth page of 
granite that Borglum is engraving 
a perpetual and indestructible trib- 
ute to the men iid women who 
fought and suffered for the ideal 
‘for which the Confederacy strove. 

When in 1915 Borglunt was in- 
vited by the United Daughters of 
the ‘Confederacy to visit Stone 
Mountain and pass upon the sugges- 
tion that a colossal statue of Gen- 
eral Lee be carved on the preci- 
pice, the al idea was given birth. 
Gazing upon the mighty back- 
grdund, looming a thousand feet 
above him, the sculptor received 
the instant impression that a sin- 
gle figure on such a vast expanse 
would be entirely too small. 

With characteristic frankness 
Borglum gave the opinion which 
might have. sounded the death 
knell of some vast business 
scheme. But be was dealing with 
a group who were urged on by a 
mighty ambition which would not 
be downed. They challenged him 
to produce a plan by which the 
face of the mountain could be 
made«to tell of the grandeur and 
valor of the Confederate armies.

It was something more than a 
daring sculptural inspiration —it

) Without the panorama of which 
it will be a part, the central group 
alone would outrival all other mon- 
uments of history.

The quarrymen must take their 
stone out of the perpendicular 
precipice while suspended in slings 
from the summit. No explosives 
can be used, for fear of mutilating 
portions of the figures. The work 
must be done with the utmost pre- 
cision, for once damaged, the ma- 
terial out of which the figures are 
being carved could never be re- 
placed. 

Since Memorial Hall is to be im- 
modiately below the central group, 
it will not be possible to begin its 
excavation until the seven mem- 
bers of the high command have 
been completed. At the present 
time there is a continual cascade 
of granite down the face of the 
mountain across the very frontage 
where the incisions for Memorial 
Nall are to be made. € 

Chamber in Solid Rock 

Thirteen incisions will be made 
for removing the ‘granite in the 
creation of Memorial Hall, and 
when finished these incisions will 
form the windows and central en- 


trance, each Opening being dedi-| 


cated to a Confederate State. Run- 
ning for a distance of 320 feet par- 
allel to the face of the precipice, 
the hall will be 60 feet deep, and 
40 feet in height from floor to ceil- 
ing. No building material-of any 
description will be introduced ex- 
cept immense bronze frames and 
stained glass in the windows.. A 
broad granite esplanade will sweep 
across the front, being formed by 
cutting a shelf into the mountain 
the length of the hall. Ascending 
to the entrance from the plain will 
be a majestic granite stairway. 

To the right of Memorial Hall 
and at the base of thé meuntain, 
where a recess in the face of the 
precipice forms a natural sounding 
board of tremendous power, will be 
built’ the Amphitheatre.

For every figure in 
the vast panorama it will be 
necessary to perform this

The preliminary rough cutting is 
done by ordinary laborers under 
the close supervision of Captain J.
